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The All-American Judging Contest 


Wide spreed interest continues In 
the popular voting contest for All- 
Americans in our fifth annual con- 
test. Althoveh the number of bal- 
lots received was not quite up to 
last year’s record breaking mark, it 
was materially higher than in any 
previous year with 1831 ballots re- 
ceived from 46 states, six Canadian 
provinces, District of Columb‘a ana 
Guatemala. Although the Extension 
Service of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America again conducted 
its special contest for college and ag- 
ricultural school students, we re- 
ceived 234 ballots in groups from 
school and colleges in nine states, 
as well as manv more ballots fran 
school children that were sent in as 
individuals and not as school groups. 

In fact it was a fourteen-vear old 
boy that won the contest this year, 
John Holter, Jefferson, Maryland, 
with 135 points out of a possible 1509. 
His father, Cecil Holter, was tied for 
third place with 132, his older 
brother, Cecil, Jr.. was a bit down 
the line with 108, and the two 
younger brothers. Richard, 13, and 
Robert, 10, had 99 and 93 points 
respectively to make an average for 
the father and four sons of over 113 
points. The four boys are all active 
in 4-H work with Holstein projects. 

Tying John Holter for first place 
was J. Riker Robinson, Jr., Owego, 
N. Y., also with 135 points. This is 
the fourth successive year that this 
contestant has been a prize winner, 
being tied for fourth place last year, 
tied for fifth in 1938 and in 43rd 
place in 1937, his average score for 
the four years being over 128 points. 

The two high ladies of the contest 
were Joyce Lee Remsberg, Middle- 
town, Md. and Nellie E. Rogers, 
Randolph, N. Y., each with 120 
points. Joyce prepared her ballot 
from her hospital bed, where she is 
staging a gallant fight for recovery 
from infantile paralysis. 

The 56 prize winners represent 17 
states and two Canadian provinces, 
New York leading with ten winners, 
followed by Wisconsin with six. 
Maryland, Illinois and Kansas with 
five each, Ontario with four and 
Michigan and Iowa with three each. 

The accompanying table shows the 
way the states and provinces were 
represented by ballots sent in, with 
New York at the top with 242 rég- 





' lar and 21 school ballots for a total 
of 263, followed by Ontario with 177 
and Wisconsin with 153 ballots. The 
Contestants scoring 100 points or 
better are also listed. 

We also publish here the complete 
vote for each animal and group and 
as usual every nominee received at 
least a few votes for first place, the 
scores ranging from a low of 69 to 
a high of 12,103. High scorer of 
the year, as might be expected from 


his unanimous official 
Chip of Nettie & Aaggie, the Franlo 
bull calf. His score of 12,103 is the 
highest ever received by any animal 
or group in the five years of these 
contests and his number of first place 
votes, 1,702, is also the highest ever 
recorded. Man-O-War Seven Up, the 
Maytag bull calf of 1938, still leads, 
however for getting first place men- 
tion on the largest percentage of 
the total vote, with 1506 firsts out

The animals and 
groups with five-figure scores made 
during the five years of this contest 
are listed. 


In the main, the popular vote 
agreed quite closely with the official 
vote, the popular vote choices for 
All-American and Reserve being 
exactly the same as those of the 
official judges except in two classes. 
One was the Four-year-old Heifer 
class, where Rawleigh Canary Home- 
stead was the popular choice for Re- 
serve by a good margin over the 
official Reserve, Mercedes Johanna 
Ormsby Jewel; and in the Get of 
Sire class, where Carnation Sensa- 
tion, officially only Honorable Men- 
tion, has a good lead for first place, 
with the official Reserve Get, that of 
Echo Helbon Mercedes, staying in 
second place and the official All- 
American Get by Montvic Pathfinder 
a good third according to the pop- 
ular vote. If the list of the popular 
vote All-Americans and Reserves 
were to be scored the same as an 
individual ballot, the composite 
score would be 138 or higher than 
any individual ballot submitted this 
year.

Report on Bovine Bruccellosis Work, Including Calfhood Vaccination

program of this Association and discuss bovine 

brucellosis, especially calfhood vaccination as an aid 
in the control and eradication of this disease. Since 
then much progress has been made in the bovine brucel- 
losis control work conducted in cooperation with the 
various state livestock sanitary officials and the cattle 
owners. Before bringing to your attention some of the 
activities that have taken place in the immunization of 
calves against this disease, it is desirable to give a brief 
report of the work under the general plan of control. 


Less Infection—More Accredited Counties 

During the fiscal year ended June 30, 1941, blood 
agglutination tests for brucellosis, many of which were 
retests, were applied to about 7,737,300 cattle, located 
in 697,615 herds, and 182,075 reactors were discovered. 
This infection of 2.4 per cent is the lowest disclosed in 
any year since the work was undertaken in 1934. The 
tests, which included many retests, were applied to 
cattle in localities where the work was conducted on an 
individual-herd basis under the voluntary plan and also 
in certain circumscribed areas where the testing of all 
dairy and breeding cattle 6 months of age and over is 
required under state laws and regulations. A little more 
than half the tests made during the year were conducted 
under the area plan. 


One year ago there were 346 counties, in 20 of our 
states, which had been classified as modified accredited 
Bang’s disease-free areas, as provided for in the regula- 
tions adopted by this Association in 1939 and approved 
by the U. S. Bureau of Animal Industry the same ‘year. 
Since then additional counties have been added to the 
number, making a total of 446 in 23 states. These 
counties contain approximately 4,000,000 cattle exclusive 
of steers and calves. The blood agglutination list is 
now being conducted on the area basis in about 200 addi- 
tional counties in the states already having accredited 
counties and one other. 


In almost all the states there are some individual 
herds of cattle that are certified as being free from 
brucellosis. On November 1 of this year there were 
70,504 accredited herds, containing about 1,391,000 
cattle, in 43 states. This is a substantial increase when 
compared with the number in that status one year ago. 
On that date there were also approximately 14,732,000 
cattle, contained in about 1,991,800 herds, under super- 
vision in the brucellosis project, and the owners of ap- 
proximately 1,149,700 additional cattle have indicated 
that they wish to have their herds placed under super- 
vision. 


As a result of a recent survey made by the cooper- 
ating state and federal officials in charge of this work 
to determine the approximately extent of brucellosis 
among dairy and breeding cattle 6 months of age and 
over, it appears that the percentage is about 5 per cent. 
This percentage is higher than the results of official test- 
ing for two reasons: (1) The 5 per cent figure includes 
areas where there is considerable infection and where 
little or no testing has been done, and (2) it represents 
the probable actual incidence of the disease whereas the 
lower figure, 2.4 per cent, is based in part on a consid- 
erable amount of retesting. The incidence of brucel- 
losis was estimated to be approximately 10 per cent in 
1934. Thus the evident progress that has been made in 
the elimination of this disease during the last 7 years 
is clearly apparent. In a number of states where there 
was considerable infection in the beginning of the work, 
a very marked reduction in the incidence of the disease 
has been noted since 1934. 


Operating Expenses and Indemnity Payments 
During the past year the legislatures in almost al! 
the states have been in session and have provided funds 
for continuation of brucellosis control work. State ap- 
propriations amounting to approximately $2,915,009 


J UST a year ago it was our privilege to appear on the 








have been made available for indemnity for a period of 
one year, and $1,350,000 for operating expenses. In 
fact, provision for indemnity payments has been made 
in all states except California, Colorado, Indiana, Massa- 
chusetts, Nevada, Oklahoma, and Texas. Federal funds 
for operating expenses and indemnity for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1942, amount to $4,552,140. 

The Federal Government expended during the last 
fiscal year about $2,450,000 for indemnity paid to own- 
ers of cattle reacting to the blood agglutination test for 
brucellosis. The states expended during that time for 
the same purpose approximately $2,650,000. The aver- 
age appraisal of cattle slaughtered for brucellosis during 
that period was $93.28; the average salvage, $37.68; the 
average Federal indemnity payment, $15.19; the average 
state indemnity payment, $17.19; and the average loss 
to the farmer, $23.22. Of the reactors, 10 per cent were 
registered pure bred cattle. 


Calfhood Vaccination 

At the meeting of this Association last year proposed 
plans for conducting calfhood vaccination as an adjunct 
to brucellosis eradication by the test-and slaughter 
method were adopted, and it was understood that the 
livestock sanitary officials in the various states would 
submit proposed plans for this work in their respective 
states to the U. S. Bureau of Animal Industry for con- 
sideration. There was some delay in getting the en- 
larged project started for various reasons, one of which 
was the fact that the livestock sanitary officials in many 
of the states were not in position to make definite plans 
until legislative action had been taken in regard to 
brucellosis work. However, most of the state legisla- 
tures were in session last winter and plans have now 
been made to conduct calfhood vaccination in conjunc- 
tion with other brucellosis eradication work in 39 states 
In the remaining states some vaccination is being con- 
ducted though not under a cooperative plan. 

Briefly, these plans are often referred to in the Bu- 
reau as B and C, leaving A to apply to those herds under 
the test and slaughter project. The B and C projects 
provide for the vaccination of heifer and bull calves 
between 4 and 8 months of age which are to be retained 
in the herd. Under the B plan the non-vaccinated re- 
actors are removed for slaughter in the usual manner 
and the owner receives indemnity for them, while under 
the C plan the non-vaccinated reactors are retained in 
the herd for an indefinite period and the owner does not 
receive indemnity for those reactors. In some states 
numerals are used to identify those plans, while in other 
states the Bureau’s B and C are designated as A and B, 
respectively. In order to have uniformity we are quite 
willing to change our nomenclature to meet the wishes 
of the majority of states. The volume of the calfhood 
vaccination work is increasing each month and in Octo- 
ber approximately 11,000 calves in 34 states were vacci- 
nated under the cooperative plans B or C. A few states 
have had their plans accepted, but they have not as yet 
reported any calves vaccinated. The number of calves 
vaccinated is about the same under each of the two plans. 
The Bureau of Animal Industry in cooperation with the 
state livestock sanitary officials has been making further 
observations of results of this branch of the work in 
order to determine if any improvement is possible. 

Instructions have been issued to the men in the field 
calling attention to the importance of handling the 
Brucella abortus vaccine strictly in accordance with di- 
rections on the label of the package in which it is 
shipped. On March 38, 1941, circular letter No. 2301 
to licensed producers of Brucella abortus vaccine was 
prepared giving requirements in regard to vaccine con- 
tainers and labels. New trade labels were required to 
comply with regulations and the labels on the boxes and 
circulars regarding the vaccine were to call attention 
to the importance of storing the product under refriger- 
ation and in transportation its temperature should not 
be allowed to exceed 55 degrees F. This circular also 
called for the marketing of the Brucella abortus vac- 
cine in single-dose vials only. Contamination of vaccine 
sometimes resulted when the multiple dose bottle was

Annual Meeting Holstein-Friesian 


Calf Vaccination Report 


HIEF John R. Mohler reported on the progress of 
{ Bang’s control and calf vaccination at the annua! 

meeting of the U. S. Livestock Sanitary Association 
in Chicago last month. This report we present else- 
where in this issue and we know it will be read with keen 
interest. 


It is evident form this report that calf vaccination 
still continues to give satisfactery results in extended 
experimental work and in practical experience in herds, 
and that much progress has been made in the use of 
this protective method during the past year. But much 
remains to be done before breeders can make full use of 
it. Many states, while recognizing calf vaccination in an 
official way, have not set up the machinery for its most 
effective employment. 
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Our observation is that breeders who have used calf 
vaccination in general are desirous of going much 
farther in its recognition than are our state livestock 
sanitary officials. This is probably to be expected and 
should not be too severely criticized. Officials should, 
however, accept the proved facts of vaccination and 
face more frankly than many of them seem will to do 
the limitations and failures of the test-and-slaughter 
program. 


The Bureau is recommending a conservative program 
that it seems to us all states could reasonably agree 
upon, at least as a minimum. This is outlined in the 
Mohler report. 


Dr. Mohlers report gives reassurance as to the ab- 
sence of danger to clean herds from strain 19 vaccina- 
tion, and presents the evidence of one more year’s ex- 
perience in proof of the retention of resistance of infec- 
tion by vaccinated animals, and the value of this method 
in controlling Bang’s disease and securing a full calf 
crop. 


In this time of war, with the demands that will be 
placed upon our herds for maximum production, the 
wasteful slaughter of valuable producing and breeding 
animals should be kept at a minimum, and every effort 
made by leaders and livestock sanitary officials to make 
the fullest vossible use of vaccination to safeguard our 
dairy and beef herds for the years that lie ahead. 


Vermont was the first State to pass legislation set- 
ting up an official system for calf vaccination. Dr. N. H. 
Howlett, Inspector in Charge, reports that during the 
first six months they have enrolled and tested 205? 
herds, containing 53,000 cattle, which disclosed 5,100 
reactors. They have vaccinated 5,200 calves during this 
period. The cost to the State for testing and vaccination, 
according to Dr. Howlett, was $15,000, plus $194.16 
which was spent for indemnity. If the 5,100 head had 
been slaughtered, the indemnity at Vermont’s scale of 
payments would have averaged $36 per head or a 
total of $183,600, and there would now be approxi- 
mately 5,100 head less in production. Vermont dairy- 
men have already vaccinated more than enough calves 
to replace them in two more years. 


We must not let down the health bars for the protec- 
tion of the future of our breeding herds. We think all 
will agree on that. But a calf vaccination program, prop- 
erly set up, is a protective step for herds carrying or 
exposed to Bang’s infection that is far sounder in the de- 
velopment of clean, safe herds than the test-and-slaught- 
er program by itself—with a very definite value right 
now when every good producing and breeding animal is 
needed to help meet the present emergency. 


A Statement From Secretary Wickard 


OR many months agriculture has been mobilizing 
For the task that lies ahead. Blueprints are the 

U.S.D.A. Defense Boards, planning committees, and 
production goals. Immediate questions that lie ahead 
were discussed by Secretary Wickard in addressing heads 
of Department bureaus shortly after our declaration of 
war to the finish. He said: 

“There are difficulties ahead for agriculture, much 
more severe than we have ever dreamed before. There 
will be shortages of labor and materials—shortages that 
seemed highly improbable only a few weeks ago, even 
a few hours ago. Civilian defense must be subordinated 
to military defense. We have been thinking in terms of 
how we can get the labor and materials in the quantity 
necessary to carry on. Now we must think about how 
we can best get along without all the labor and mate- 
rials we formerly thought necessary. 

“This throws a grave responsibility upon all of the 
workers in the Department of Agriculture—in national, 
state or county offices. 


‘How about our production goals? We shall not 
take hasty action in revising them, but in our presen" 
war status problems are intensified. We must appraise 
these problems calmly, and judge our programs by new 
standards in the light of the rapidly changing events. 

“There are many favorable things—perhaps I have 
sounded a bit pessimistic—but there are favorable 
points to remember. We have the greatest reserve of 
foods, feeds, and fibers that this country has ever pos- 
sessed in peace or in war. We have the best organiza- 
tion this nation has ever had so far as agriculture is con- 
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cerned. We have the greatest potential production of 
any nation in the world. Remember the parable of the 
talents? We will not be judged by the number of talents 
we have, but how we use them. We have the responsi- 
bility. We have the talents. We must get the job done. 

“T have experienced one of the most thrilling feelings 
of my life in observing the sweep of unity that has swept 
across this great country. Not just theaction of the 
Congress, but the things we have heard, the radio, the 
press, the people we talk to—all are now of one mind 
and one purpose.” 


Unified Program With Canada Progressing 


OR the past several months special committees of 
Fine American and Canadian Holstein-Friesian Asso- 

ciations have been studying the problems of a more 
unified program. Particular study was given to the 
matter of uniform terms to designate Selective Registry 
(herd classification) and record classes, in order to facili- 
tate international trade. Agreement was reached that 
bulls imported must meet the standards of Canadian 
selective registry to be eligible for re-registration in the 
other’s herd book. The matter of restrictions on re- 
registry of females is still under study. Very graciously. 
to accomplish the purpose of uniformity, the Canadian 
Committee agreed to recommend to their association the 
adoption of the same classification terms as are now in 
use in the U.S.A.; also the same letters, A, B, and C 
to designate frequency of milking in records. The 
American board agreed to employ the term Selective 
Registry in place of herd classification, to conform with 
the Canadian terminology. 

An interesting and valuable field conference was held 
December 8 at Toronto with the Canadian Executive and 
Extension Committees and inspectors present. Ameri- 
can Inspectors Ward W. Stevens and Clair I. Miller were 
also present to demonstrate our application of the pro- 
gram. Also present were Secretary Clemons and C. D. 
Graham, Chief of Ontario Extension. Work was done 
in the herds of Geo. C. Jackson, Downsview, Ont.; Eaton 
Hall Farm, King, Ont.; and R. S. MacKinnon of Maple. 
all in the Toronto area. The ideas of the two associa- 
tions in applying the score card in this work were found 
to be very similar. 

After this study, the Extension Committee voted to 
approve the plans set up by the joint committee, while 
the changes in terminology are expected to be a bit con- 
fusing to Canadian breeders at first, it was felt that the 
benefits of uniformity clearly overbalanced this consid- 
eration. Animals already graded will be re-graded under 
the new system without charge when the breeder is hav- 
ing other grading work done in his herd. It was also 
agreed that the Canadian Association would accept the 
grading of U. S. Inspectors on imported cattle, and in- 
clude their classification in the Canadian records. 

The Canadian Executive Committee also met and de- 
cided to recommend the adoption of the U. S. terms, 
A, B and C to designate records made on four, three 
and two-time milking. Subdivision B in Canada has 
referred to records made on two-time work. Amend- 
ments to the by-laws where necessary to implement these 
changes were drawn up for inclusion in the call for the 
Annual Meeting. 

The Extension Committee inspected and approved 
the new certificate of superior production and long-time 
production. These will be issued to the top five in each 
class of R.O.P., and to cows with life-time records above 
100,000 lbs. milk and 3,400 lbs fat. Seals will be added 
for each additional 25,000 lbs milk with corresponding 
fat (3.4%). 

The closer cooperation of these two great breed asso- 
ciations is a matter of mutual interest to breeders on 
both sides of the imaginary line, and is very gratifyinz 
to officials and members of both groups.

1941 Year Book on Agriculture 


FEN ook of and Man”’ is the title of the 1941 Year- 
book of Agriculture, recently issued by the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. It is the sixth in 
‘the present series of annval reference volumes, which 
have included two volumes on Better Plants and Ani- 
mals; one each on Soils and Men; Food and Life; and 
Farmers in a Changing World. 

The current volume, a book of 1248 pages, goes ex- 
‘*haustively into the subject of climate, and its influence 
on the history and development of this earth. It is di- 
vided into five parts, covering Climate as a World In- 
fluence: Climate and Agricultural Settlement: Climate 
and the Farmer; the Scientific Anproach to Weather and 
Climate and Climatic Data with Snecial Reference to 
Agriculture in the United Stetes.

used, and the use of the single-dose container also pre- 
vents the necessity of veterinarians taking more vac- 
cine from refrigeration than will be needed for one day’s 
injections. The vials must be of so-called ‘‘resistant’’ 
glass of uniform stability, and other glass containers 
used in the preparation and holding of the vaccine must 
likewise be resistant. This term in the sense used sig- 
nifies glass having a chemical composition that is not 
harmful to the vaccine. 


During the 12 months from November 1, 1940, to 
October 31, 1941, samples of 1,663 batches of strain 19 
Br. abortus vaccine, prepared by 21 commercial biologi- 
cal concerns, were tested at the Bureau’s Animal Dis- 
ease Station at Beltsville, Md. These tests covered 
purity, viability, hydrogenion concentration, and density. 
Of this number, 1,539 batches, or 92.5 per cent, were 
found to be satisfactory and 124 batches, or 7.5 per cent, 
were unsatisfactory, and therefore not marketed but 
destroyed under Bureau supervision. In fact, the re- 
quirements of the Bureau have continued to be on a 
rigid basis to insure that all vaccine shall be satisfactory 
for its intended purpose. At periodic intervals, care- 
fully selected smooth-type cultures of strain 19 are sup- 
plied by the Bureau to each concern preparing vaccine 
under Government license. This greatly precludes the 
possibility of dissociated cultures being used for this 
purpose. 


Considerable interest has been evinced in strain 19 
vaccination in foreign countries. Requests for lyophil- 
ized cultures have been received from England, Sweden, 
Norway, Denmark, Mexico, various South American na- 
tions, South Africa, Australia, New Zealand, and even 
China, Thailand, and the Island of Java. This vaccine 
has also been used officially in selected herds in Canada 
for several years. 


Calfhood Vaccination Field Studies 

Last year this Association was given a report of the 
progress of studies of calfhood vaccination under field 
conditions, and it is our desire to include in this report 
information showing further progress in this activity. 
Following is a brief summary of results obtained in the 
study including those contained in the eighth semi- 
annual report, which brings the data up to July 1, 1941: 

“On that date 248 of the 260 herds in which the 
study began in 1936 were still operating under the plan, 
and they were located in 24 states. There were remain- 
ing in these herds, 16.4 per cent of the original reactors 
and 15.5 per cent of the original suspects. The total 
number of animals vaccinated as calves that were still 
in these herds was 16,373, but the total number vacci- 
nated since 1936 was 19,629. The difference is explained 
by the fact that some of the vaccinated animals had 
been disposed of for various reasons. 


Among the cattle vaccinated as calves, 14,280 calv- 
ings occurred, involving five pregnancies. Of these, 
8,284 were first calvings; 4,067 were second; 1,537 
were third; 354 were fourth; and 38 were fifth. There 
were 13,804, or 96.7 per cent, normal calvings. Of the 
normal calvings, 11,801 dams or 85.5 per cent, were

Tim Blosser and -his Ivy Bower 
Holsteins came into national prom- 
inence at the Indianapolis National 
Sale in June 1936, when his two- 
year-old heifer, Ivy Bower Larkspur, 
was sold there to John A. Bell, Jr. 
of Pennsylvania for $550 after a hot 
bidding contest with several other 
vould-be buyers. Later Mr. Bell pur- 
chased her sister, Ivy Bower Mari- 
gcld, and these two became leading 
feundation matrons in the Jonabell 
herd where both have broken Penn- 
evivania State Records. 


ft was not long after this sale 
that Mr. Blosser formed a partner- 
ship with Dr T. F. Kalb, with the 
small Ivy Bower herd becoming the 
nucleus for the larger Pasture 
Haven Farm herd at Syracuse, In- 
diana, which has become one of the 
best known Holstein herds of the 
state. After several years of success- 
ful operation, this partnership is now 
being dissolved in the Pasture Haven 
Dispersal, scheduled for January 21 
at the farm. i 

The herd now consists of 80 head 
of registered Holsteins, of which 50 
are daughters of three great Ormsby- 
Della herd sires—Romeo Ormsby 
Korndyke Fobes, Ormsby Della 
Posch Chieftain and Lauxmont Ad- 
miral Rag Apple Della. ‘The frst 
two, both well proven sires, are re- 
spectively a son and a great grand- 
son of Ormsby King Della Fobes, a 
son of Ambassador Fobes from Prin- 
cess Del'a 3d, that was purchased i 
the John Erickson Dispersal back in 
1924 by a group of Ohio breeders 
who developed him into one of the 
greatest sires that ever came ovt of 
the Erickson herd. He has daugh- 
ters with records up to 1181 Ibs fat. 


The present herd sire is Lauxmont 
Admiral Rag Apple Della, son of 
Admiral Lauxmont from that great 
Lauxmont matron, Colantha Della 
Mooie Pietertje, a former state 
champion producer and a show cham- 
pion as well, getting Honorable 
Mention for All-American Aged Cow 
in 1939 and coming back in 1940 to 
win second prize in the aged cow 
class at the National Dairy Show. 
Selling with this bull in the disper- 
sal will be 17 of his daughters, the 
oldest ones just coming to milk with 
first calf. 

Although the Pasture Haven herd 
has not been long established as 
such, it must be considered a real 
breeders’ herd, as nearly half the 
herd are descendants of one great 
old brood cow, Lady Cross Korndyke 
with records up to 676 Ibs fat on 
twice a day milking. 

Profitable dairy production under 
ordinary farm conditions has been 
the rule at Pasture Haven, the DHIA 
herd average last year just missing 
the 400-lb bracket on 33 head of 
which nearly half were two-year-old 
heifers. The herd also made a dis- 
tinguished record at the Nofthern 
Indiana Black & White Show last 
summer, where one of their cows was 
grand champion female and an Ad- 
miral daughter junior champion 
after topping a class of 22 heifer 
ealves. Another Admiral daughter 
was first prize junior yearling heifer 
and the Admirals also had the honor 
of first prize Junior Get of Sire. 
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Our Contest Winners 


J. Riker Robinson, Jr., Owego, N. 
Y., who tied for first place in our 
All-American Judging Contest this 
year with John Holter of Maryland 
(see front cover) each with 135 
points, has been perhaps our most 
consistent prize winner of the past 
four years, having tied for fourth 
place last year and tied for fifth in 
1938 also being in the money in 
1939. His average score for the four 
successive years is 128 points. 

In response to our request, Mr. 
Robinson sends us the accompanying 
snap shot of himself and the infor- 
mation that he is in partnership with 
his father at Robinson Farm, where 
they have a herd of 65 pure bred 
Holsteins, headed by Hartholm Ex- 
pectation Dewdrop, son of the form- 
er world’s champion lifetimer on 
two-time milking, Dewdrop Johanna 
Changeling. This bull is owned by 
them jointly with his breeder, Doug- 
las Hart, Woodstock, Ont. and the 
Robinsons’ attention was attracted to 
him by Mr. Hart’s advertisement in 
our Bull Bargain Issue last March. 

The Robinsons are members of the 
Finger Lakes Holstein Club and the 
New York Hostein-Friesian and Mr. 
Robinson, Sr. has been a member of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 


America since 1911. Mr. Robinson 
writes:

With an attendance of approxi- 
mately 475 breeders, and with buy- 
ers from eight states, the results of 
the Mitchell Dispersal were a tribute 
to Don Mitchell’s judgment in closely 
linebreeding the K.P.O.P. bloodline. 
His foundation sire was King Piet- 
ertje Piebe De Kol, followed at Sun- 
nybank Farm in later years with a 
succession of Forum Farms sires, 
bred by that master breeder, Holger 
O. Larsen. 


The general average of over $300 
on the entire herd is all the more 
remarkable in the light of the fact 
that highest selling individuals 
brought $575 (this figure reached 
twice), and confirms the oft repeated 
assertion of buyers in attendance— 
that the Mitchell herd featured uni- 
form excellence in show-yard and 
productive type from end to end, in 
a degree very seldom seen. 


The senior herd sire, Forum Sty!]- 
ist Monogram, shared the top honors 
of the day wtih one of his daughters, 
Sunnybank Stylist Jennie, both sell- 
ing at $575. ‘Stylist’? went to the 
Appalachian Teachers College, 
Boone, N. C., while the daughter 
went to Neale Farms, Waco, Tex., 
one of the nine head purchased here. 


Another “Stylist” daughter 
brought $550 from Osteopathic Sani- 
tarium Co., Macon, Mo. J. A. Bruck, 
Manning, Ia., paid $500 for Sunny- 
bank Carioca, a lovely daughter of 
Forum Formula. Another daughter 
of this sire went to R. L. Anderson, 
Whitewater, Wis., at $485. 


At the start of the sale it was an- 
nounced that Mr. Mitchell’s daugh- 
ter, Marilyn, one of Iowa’s leading 
calf club girls, would be a contend- 
ing bidder on several of the calves. 
She entered bids on only three, two 
heifers and a bull calf, and made 
purchase of the trio to insure the 
continuance of Holstein breeding at 
Sunnybank Farm. One of these was 
the August heifer calf out of the 
“Formula” daughter purchased by 
Mr. Anderson, bringing the total 
price of dam and 4-months-old cali 
to $710. 


Of the 53 head sold, only six lots 
brought less than $200. The cattle 
were dispersed to buyers from Iowa, 
Minnesota, Texas, Illinois, North 
Carolina, Missouri, Wisconsin and 
Indiana. 


Under the management of A. W. 
Petersen, Oconomowoc, Wis., who 
also made the ring announcements, 
the selling force was composed of 
J. E. Mack, Ft. Atkinson, Wis., in 
the box; J. E. Halsey, Des Moines, 
Ia.; and Jens Bollerup, Waterloo, 
Ia., in the ring. Mike Stewart, May- 
nard, Ia., was leadsman. 

Heaviest buyer of the event was 
Neale Farms, Waco, Tex., taking 
nine head for a total of $2,600. J. 
A. Bruck, Manning, Ia., bought four 
females for $1,385. The Osteopathic 
Sanitorium, Macon, Mo., took three 
head, a herd sire and two females, 


for a total of $1,220; and R. L. An- 
derson, Whitewater, Wis., spent a 
total of $1,125 for four head.

negative to the post-calving tests; 569, or 4.1 per cent, 
were positive; and 1,434, or 10.4 per cent, were classi- 
fied as suspicious. Therefore, 14.5 per cent of the ani- 
mals calving normally were classified as either positive 
or suspicious at the time of calving. On the other hand, 
there were 476 animals, or 3.3 per cent of the total, that 
aborted. Of this number, 298, or 62.6 per cent, were 
negative to the test at the time of calving; 142, or 29.8 
per cent, were positive; and 36, or 7.6 per cent, wer? 
classified as suspicious. Consequently, on the basis of 
the blood agglutination test, only 178 abortions, or 1.2 
per cent of the total calvings, could be attributed to 
brucellosis. The results may be considered as partial 
answers to the oft repeated question regarding the dura- 
tion of immunity produced by strain 19. 

The following tabulation shows the results of the 
eighth semi-annual report on these studies, which covers 
the period from January 1 to July 1, 1941:

Up to July 1, 1941, there were 354 animals involved 
in the fourth gestation, 342 of which, or 96.6 per cent, 
calved normally and 12, or 3.4 per cent, aborted. Of 
those calving normally 299 were negative to the post- 
calving test, 13 were positive, and 30 were suspicious. 
Of those that aborted, 10 were negative, 1 was positive, 
and 1 was suspicious to the post-calving test. 

There were 38 animals involved in the fifth gesta- 
tion, 37 of which were normal and 1 of which aborted. 
Of those calving normally 31 were negative to the post- 
calving test, 1 was positive, and 5 were suspicious. The 
one animal that aborted was positive to the post-calving 
test.’ 


Safety of Strain 19 

The length of time in which vaccinated animals con- 
tinue to reveal a blood titer as shown by an agglutination 
test varies, and in a few instances the animals have con- 
tinued to carry a titer throughout the entire period 
since vaccination but have given birth to healthy calves. 
It is appreciated that there are many steps in the calf- 
hood vaccination program that are being used in con- 
junction with the test-and-slaughter method or alone 
that must be observed, but it is believed unnecessary to 
take them up in detail at this time. 


An occasional letter is still received expressing fear 
that strain 19 will sometime become more virulent and 
will then produce the very disease it is intended to pre- 
vent. Frankly our fears are directly opposite as in our 
opinion the more natural tendency of a culture like 
strain 19 would be gradually to lose the low degree of 
virulence it now possesses. This view is supported by 
Eichhorn and Crawford in Farmers’ Bulletin 1871 where 
they state ‘““Many thousands of calves have been vacci- 
nated with strain 19 and no evidence has so farr been 
presented te show that its virulence has increased in this 
manner. Vaccinated calves have been placed with normal 
pregnant animals without causing the latter to react in 
any degree to the agglutination test or become affected 
with the disease.” The unpublished work of Huddleson 
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has a most interesting bearing on this subject. During a 
recent visit to the Brucella laboratory at the Veterinary 
Department of Michigan Agricultural College, Dr. 
Huddleson discussed his most striking observations per- 
taining to the value of the catalase test for the deter- 
mination of the virulence of various Brucella strains. 
He elucidated his statement by showing graphs in which 
the behavior of the three type of Brucella organisms was 
noted. One graph showed definitely that strain 19 pos- 
sessed the lowest virulence of any strain of the three 
types and this degree of virulence persisted uniformly 
in cultures after numerous transfers. 

The owners of cattle in herds in which this work is 
being done should be informed that, although Brucella 
abortus vaccine made from strain 19 of the Brucella 
organism has much power when administered properly 
and gives the cattle a good measure of immunity against 
brucellosis, it will not always protect them from gross 
exposure to the organisms of this disease. Good and 
approved sanitary practices in handling herds should be 
continued at all times even though the calves in the 
herds are vaccinated against this disease. We appreciate 
the fact that there are many cattle, both old and young 
vaccinated against brucellosis and such herds are not 
under cooperative supervision. 

It has been a pleasure for the Bureau of Animal 
Industry to work with the members of the Committee 
on Bang’s Disease of this Association, and we hope the 
good relations will continue. 

We are now regularly sending to livestock sanitary 
officials, veterinary inspectors, and others directly inter- 
ested in brucellosis work reports showing progress in 
each State. One of these is a summary issued monthly. 
In addition the Bureau has prepared progress reports 
showing accumulative results since the establishment of 
the program July 1, 1934. Shortly after calfhood vac- 
cination work began, the report forms were amplified to 
include data on this phase of the activities. We find that 
the monthly tabulations provide a convenient means of 
observing progress of calfhood vaccination and we trust 
that others find the information similarly useful.

A TIP ON STABLE FLOORS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I certainly enjoy your Herdsman’s Corner, and note 
in your issue of October 11 the subject “Building and 
Remodeling Dairy Barns for Holsteins.”” My experience 
with a herd of 50 to 114 cows on milk has been with 
all kinds of stanchions and stalls. Our present barn, built 
in 1927 and 1928, has a graduate stable. Our barn is 
171 ft. long, 37 ft. wide, but our stalls run 4 ft. wide 
by 6 ft. long in center of barn and taper off at end to 
3% ft. wide and 5 ft. long which is used according to 
size of animal and makes cows look more uniform, but 
the idea I wish to present is the flooring. Our barn when 
built was 2x6 lengthwise over concrete base. This was 
overrun with hot asphalt which was not satisfactory as 
the planks got worn and the asphalt wears off. I took 
upon myself last year to take up the planks and run a 
coat of cement and sawdust the thickness of the plank, 
which makes a very satisfactory floor and more sanitary 
than plank or cement and sand. It has more wearing 
quality than cork brick and an animal will not slip on 
this as easily as plank or cement. Another feature is 
freezing and thawing weather and damp weather the 
flooring will not sweat as sand cement. This will also 
make good flooring for either dairy, chicken or hog 
barn. Also would state to use this mixture, 50-50 saw- 
dust and cement. Otherwise handle same as sand and 
cement.
